The four used 
an automobile stolen for the oo- 
casion and loaded with sevén .22- 
caliber rifles taken from a Coney 
Island shooting gallery. 

At least 26 shots peppered the 
teacher’s home in Brooklyn and 
two adjoining houses. 

A 12-year-old boy was left be- 
hind to phone the warning—a few 
neo before the burst of bul- 
ets. 

The shooting occurred Wednes- | 
day night. The boys were caught 
yesterday because the ringleader 
had thought up a third scheme to 
pass his algebra test and escape 
his father’s wrath. 

Police said Anthony Durso, in- 
stigator of the plan, got a smart 
neighborhood youngster to be his 
proxy at the examination,

ing united efforts toward Western 
Hemisphere peace and security, 

Resolutions against international 
Communism and: foreign colonies 
in America also will be signed at 
the formal closing ceremony in 
the historic residence of Simon 
Bolivar, South American liberator. 

Most delegates agreed that the 
results of the month-long confer- 
ence were satisfactory. Eduardo 
Zuleta Angel of thé host nation 
of Colombia, conference president, 
declared the results “surpassed 
our fondest hopes.” 
U.S. Delegates Hail Results. 


William D. Pawley, U.S. dele- 
gate, told reporters: “I will be 
glad to challenge anyone who at- 
tempts to define this Bogota con- 
ference as anything but a mag- 
nificent success and a_ great 
achievement in the'spirit of Amer- 
ican solidarity.” 

The conference began March 30 
and was disrupted by an uprising 
April 9, which drove the delegates 
from their —— place in the 
Capito] building in Bogota. Amer- 
ican Red Cross officials estimated 
that 1500 persons were killed, 1200 
in Bogota, in three days of rioting, 
officially blamed on the Commu- 
nists. a

‘The new 5000-word treaty, or 
organic pact, creates‘a new Or- 
ganization of American States. It 
contains 112 articles defining the 
principles of Pan Americanism, 
the rights and‘ duties of the mem- 
ber states, and provide for united 
action against aggression against 
any one state. They also provide 
for peaceful solution of contro- 
versies: 4nd pledge the Americas 
to work for solution of political, 
juridical and economic problems 
and promote economic, social and 
cultural development by co-opera- 
tive action. . 

The first article says “the Amer- 
ican states consecrate in this char- 
ter the international organization 
they have deyeloped to arrive at 
order, peace ‘and justice, to de- 
velop their solidarity, to increase 
their collaboration, to defend their 
sovereignty, territorial integrity 
and independence.” 

Six Subsidiary Groups. 

The new charter outlines the 
functions of six subsidi organ- 
izations through which the new 
organizations will operate. They 
are the inter-American confer- 
ences, consultative meetings of 
the foreign ministers, a council 
or governing board, the Pan 
American Union, special confer- 
ences and specialized agencies. 

A principle of compulsory arbi- 
tration was adopted, the republics 
agreeing to try to settle contro- 
versies a regional means before 
them before the United

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LONDON, April 30 (AP)—Great 
Britain, France, Belgium, The 
Netherlands and Luxembourg set 


up today a permanent military 
organization to defend their west- 
ern European alliance against 
attack, 
Defense ministers of the five 
countries issued a brief communi- 
que saying the permanent com- 
mittee “will examine the common 
defense problems within the scope 
of the Brussels treaty.” 
The note did not disclose the 
scope of discussions, which British 
Government sources said were 
based on the assumption of aub- 
stantial support soon from the 
United States. The structure of 
the military committee likewise 
was withheld. 

Western German Rule. 

Meanwhile, diplomats reported 
the United States and the nations 
of the western European alliance 
have agreed to establish a western 
German government this year 
with broad control over domestic 
affairs. 

The plan for western Germany 
Was reported to be tentative, Dip- 
lomats said a.two-branch con- 
gress, comparable to that of the 
United States, would be estab- 
lished by Sept. 1 to take over law- 
making. This would be followed 
by a gradual assumption of au- 
thority over internal a“fairg with- 
in western Germany. The occu- 
pation powers, the United States, 
Britain and France, would retain 
supervision over German foreign 
policy, exports and imports in 
their respective zones, the _ in- 
formants said. 

Scope of Current Talks. 

Informed sources said that, In 
general terms, the defense minis- 
ters here will discuss standardiza- 
tion of arms, development of a 
network of air bases with com- 
mon equipment, fixed quotas for 
training and maintaining a de- 
fense force, and the creation of 
a Kigh command to blueprint de- 
fensive action. 

The nationg signed a. 50-year 
military, litical and economic 
treaty in Brussels March 17. The 
meeting here is the first on mili- 
tary co-operation. The nations 
already have talked of financial 
and economic problems. 

The ministers are expected to 
sit in closed session for a day or 
so to make a’start and then turn 
the job over to a military commit- 
tee. Their military chiefs are on 
hand to help them. 

One task before them is to set 
down what their countries have 
to give and what they need in 
war material for the common de- 
fense, The list would be useful 
not only to those countries them- 
selves but also to the United 
States, in the event the United 
States should decide to ship them 
arms.

WASHINGTON, April 30 (AP) 
—Legislation giving the: state sov- 
ereignty over tidelands passed the 
House today, 257 to 29. 

It now goes to the Senate. 

In . effect, the measure, -spon- 
‘sored by Representative Chadwick 
(Rep.), Pennsylvania, overrides a 
Supreme Court decision that the 
Federal .Government. has “para- 
mount rights” over submerged 
lands off thé coast lines. 

A similar bill passed Congress 
last year, but was vetoed by Pres- 
ident Truman. Secretary of In- 
terior Krug has indicated Truman 
will veto the new bill if the Sen- 
ate sends it on to him. 

Some of the tidelands are rich 
with oil. The states claim them, 
the federal government contends 
it should control those oil re- 
serves. 

The bill would give states title 
to lands submerged by navigable 
waters within their boundaries 
and off-shore to a three-mile limit. 

A hearing on the measuer was 
held jointly several weeks ago by 
House and Senate.

“Palestine will become a no 
man’s land once the British man- 
date ends and the Arabs have as 
much right, either to seize the 
country or restore order, as any- 
one else,” he said. He said the 
Arab states would fight to pre- 
vent creation of -a permanent 
Jewish state in Palestine.

Designer fies Memorial 
Would Rank With 
Those Erected to Wash- 


ington, Lincoln. 


[a 


A scale model of the winning de- 
sign for the Jefferson National 
Expansion Memoria] on the river- 
front was shown publicly for the 
first time last night at the annual 
meeting of the Associated Re- 
tailers of St. Louis at the Chase 
Hotel. 

Eero Saarinen, who with a group 
of associates drew the winning de- 
sign, explained details of the model 
and took the audience for an imag- 
inary tour of the completed me- 
morial. He termed the design one 
of “national impact, which would 
put this memorial to Jefferson in 
a class with those already erected 
to Washington and Lincoln.” 

The levee would be _ re-estab- 
lished as a scene of activity, he 
said, by making it the site of the 
memorial’s restaurants, museums 
and the huge stainless steel arch 
which -would be the central figure. 

Although not included in the 
model, Saarinen said, parking fa- 
cilities sufficient to relieve a great 


deal of the problem now existing 
in the downtown district will be 
incorporated, 

Plan for Garage. 

Without interfering with the me- 
morial, he said, a multi-floor park- 
ing garage could be erected near 
Third street and Washington ave- 
nue to house about 2500 automo- 
biles, while underground facilities 
on several levels could accommo- 
date 1500 more. These were not 
built into the model, Saarinen con- 
tinued, because features not of pri- 
mary interest to the National 
Park Service were not included. 
Financing of the parking fa- 
cilities,, he pointed out, would be 
primarily the problem of St. Louis 
or its residents. 

Included in the model, in addi- 
tion to bulldings proposed for the 
development, are 1500 _ trees; 
scores of-tiny human figures on 
walks; river steamers; busses, 
and a portion of Eads Bridge. 
The central arch, which is to be 
590 feet high and of stainless 
steel, is nearly 20 inches high in 
the model, It is of bronze, 
chrome plated. 

Luther Ely Smith, acting presi- | 
dent of the Jefferson National | 
Expansion Memorial Association, 
which sponsored the contest that 
resulted in Saarinen’s design, said 
the plas would be presented May 
25 in Washington to the United 
States Territorial Expansion Me- 
morial Commission, Copies of the 
commission report will be sent to 
the president, the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, the 
President of the Senate and the 
Secretary of the Interior. 

Although there appears to be 
no prospéct of an immediate start 
on construction, Smith told the 
meeting, the time will not be 
wasted until funds become avail- 
able and international conditions 
are such as to warrant use of 
materials for the project, The 
period will be spent in obtaining 
approval of the plans and work- 
ing out other necessary details, he 
said, Smith praised the support 
given to the project thus far by 
the retailers’ association.

A French Red’s View of the U. S. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I think Americans should be inter- 
ested to know how far a moderate 
Frenchman of Communist persuasion 
carries anti-Americanism in his political 
thinking. An idea of it may be gained 
from a letter I have received from R. 
Hamel, a French Communist, living in 
the provincial town of Vendome, near 
Blois. 

Joe Donner and I met Hamel last 
summer when, as members of the Ex- 
periment in International Living, we 
were visiting the Riviere family near 
Vendome. M. Riviere had known and 
respected M. Hamel during the war 
when both were in the French under- 
ground and imprisoned together, and 
thought we would be interested in talk- 
ing with him. The following is an ex- 
cerpt from Hamel’s letter: 

“The resistance to the Marshal! plan 
has been up to now so strong that the 
plan’s efficacy has been destroyed. This 
aid which we accept from a friendly na- 
tion, and which America has an inter- 
est in granting to us for economic rea- 
sons, takes, in the hands of the leaders 
of American imperialism, an aspect 
which lacks elegance. It is accompanied 
by many too many controls and obliga- 
tions of a political, military and eco- 
nomic order, which menace our national 
independence.

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Bell’s Missouri Earnings 
Whatever the merits of A. T. & T.’s request 
for a rate increase in other states, it has been 
reasonably clear all along that no rate increase 

is called for in Missouri. Southwestern Bell, 
which serves this territory, has long been one of 
the most profitable companies of the Bell Sys- 
tem, and Missouri has been one of the most 


. profitable state operations of Southwestern Bell. 


The company’s annual report for 1947, as pre- 
sented to the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion and the Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion, shows that the operation in Missouri was 
almost exactly twice as profitable as the average 
for the five states which the company serves 
(six including a small strip of Illinois). 


On its own computation, the company earned 
3.33 per cent on its investments in Missouri, 
against only 2.63 per cent for its whole territory. 
The profit in Texas, where there is no state 
utility commission and little utility regulation of 
any kind, was nearly a fourth higher even than 
in Missouri. By contrast, the profit in Arkansas 
was less than 1 per cent and Kansas showed a 
loss. 

In many states, the Bell System deducts the 
depreciation reserve from the investment base 
on which it asks a return. This amounts to‘ 
about one-third the total valuation of the prop- 
erty. Since the depreciation reserve is money 
which has been accumulated over the years 
above and beyond a fair return on the invest- 
ment, it should not remain in the rate base 
anywhere. 

When this single obvious adjustment is made, 
Southwestern Bell’s earnings in Missouri step up 
to 5.12 per cent. The City of St. Louis asks the 
Public Service Commission to allow a return of 
not more than 5 per cent, and Kansas City sug- 
gests a maximum of 4.85 per cent, which is the 
recommendation of the United States Treasury 
Department. 

This, of course, does not take into considera- 
tion the Public Service Commission's estimate. 
that the telephone company’s revenue in Mis- 


- souri will increase this year $5,500,000 over last, 


or the calculation that operating expenses will 
fall. nearly $2,000,000 below the estimate the 
company presented at rate hearings in Jefferson 
City. Nor does it consider an indicated reduc- 
tion in the so-called license contract fee paid 
A. T. & T. and other revisions manifestly in 
order. 

Whatever sympathy its members may feel for 
the company for its plight in other states, the 
Missouri Public Service Commission is obligated 
by law to regulate rates only in Missouri and to 
allow a fair profit only on the Missouri 
operation, 

Profits in Missouri are not merely too high to 
justify a rate increase; they seem high enough, 
when hidden profits are brought te light, to 


‘justify a rate cut. Missourians should not be 


asked to subsidize telephone service in other 
parts of the country. 
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Background for Beer 

The beer scientists are worried about getting 
their product properly tasted. The Schlitz peo- 
ple, for example, have fitted out a special room 
for their tasters. It is painted just the right 
color. The temperature is always the same. The 
tasters enter it always at the same hour, and 
always after the same time has elapsed after a 
smoke or a bite. Even then there is trouble. 


Well, it just goes to show what can happen 
when a fine art is turned into a science. We* 
doubt that a genuine old-fashioned, copper- 
riveted beer taster ever had such grief. He could 
appreciate a good brew anytime, anywhere. No 
barometers, thermometers or clocks necessary. 

But if the brewmaster wanted an especially 
flattering verdict, why, all he had to do was to 
serve a cold stein on a hot afternoon under a 
shady tree with some rye bread, a bit of ham or, 
for the ultimate in praise, some limburger. 
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If This Be Old-Fashioned— 


If a milkman is caught sprinting or even dog- 
trotting from his truck to the kitchen door to 
deliver a bottle of milk, he may have to pay a 
fine of $25 to his union. At least, the milk 
wagon drivers’ union will soon vote on this issue. 

It may be we were unduly influenced in boy- 
hood by the writings df Horatio Alger. In such 
books as “Ragged Dick,” “Tattered Tom” and 
“Pluck and Luck,” the hero was always a boy 
who won his way to fame and fortune by elbow 
grease, sticktoitiveness and a willingness to 
hustle at all times. 

That sort of thing seems to be old-fashioned 
now, No doubt the milkmen’s union would argue 
that no matter how hard a man works he could 
never be elected to the Pevely board of directors 
or become a vice president of the St. Louis 
Dairy Co, Perhaps sheer industry and devotion 
to one’s job are virtues no longer. 

But we doubt it. 

And we think unions make an awful impres- 
sion on the publie generally when they take 
fool votes on penalizing a man for working hard, 
or when they deliberately punish men of ability 
for doing a solid day's work, or when they set up 
standards below a reasonable performance. 

Even if there isn’t a pot of gold at the end of 
the rainbow, as in the Horatio Alger tales, there 
is such a thing.as pride of craftsmanship, satis- 
faction in doing an honest day’s work, and 
pleasure of deing a job well. 

If that line of thinking is old-fashioned, we’ll 
accept the label. 
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Trading-With-the-Enemy Scare 

President Truman signed the new trade agree- 
ment with Czechoslovakia in spite of demands 
by House Majority Leader Halleck and other 

that he refrain from doing s0. 
They protested that the Iron Curtain has fallen 
on the Czechs since the agreement was 
negotiated. 

This is true, but mutual tariff reduction 
neither weakens us nor strengthens them. Nor 
will they gain direct military assets from the 
American office machines, automobiles, canned 
goods and dried fruits covered in the deal. The 
issue is the same as that in trade with Russia. 
It would be foolhardy to export munitions, but it 
would be foolish to shut off the brisk trade in 
other goods by which we obtain Russian chrome, 
manganese, platinum and other critical com- 
modities. That course would prévent both coun- 
tries from satisfying their need for the other 
country’s products, a need which still acts as a 
motive for peace between us. 

Actually, the objectors are not so much fright- 
ened themselves as they are using fright for po- 
litieal advantage. They are trying to suggest to 
unwary voters that President Truman insists on 
dangerous trafficking with enemies. Most of all, 
they hope to wéaken his support when the Re- 
ciprocal Trade Agreements Act comes up for re- 
newal in June. Mr. Malleck has tipped their 


hand by saying that Mr. Truman's stubbornness 
makes it necessary to write new restrictions into 
that law. 

The main purpose of this new “trading with 
the enemy” scare is either to help kill the Trade 
Agreements Act or to nullify it by throwing 
every agreement into Congress for tariff 
logrolling.

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A Municipal Overhaul 

Along with the bad news that St. Louis may 
run a deficit this fiscal year in spite of the pro- 
posed earnings tax, it is good news that the 
Governmental Research Institute has offered to 
make a complete economy survey of the city 
government. 

Major wastes are imposed on St. Louis by its 
charter, much of which has become obsolete 
since it was written 34 years ago.. The need for 
overhauling the charter was stressed in fhe 
Griffenhagen report, in various Governmental 
Research Institute Studies, and by the recent 
Citizens’ Tax Commission. 

The charter puts 21 municipal functions under 

state control. In his economy effort, Mayor 
Kaufmann could order other departments to 
cut expenses but could only beg these 21 to 
do so. Some of them, such as the office of Sher- 
iff in this city, still cost a great deal but no 
longer perform much service. Several of them 
are havens for political hacks and recurring 
sources of scandals. Some of them should be 
abolished and their functions transferred to 
other departments. 
' The Governmental Research Institute is well 
qualified to do the fact-finding, with a record 
of competence and the advantage of home-grown 
intimacy with St. Louis. It does have a weak- 
ness for taxes that put questionable burdens on 
low-income citizens, such as the flat-rate tax 
on earnings, but this bias can be discounted 
because it is known. Its offer, as Mayor Kauf- 
mann recommends, should be accepted. 
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Most map-makers are reported to consider a 
major map change official when a treaty is rati- 
fied.

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How Streams Are Poisoned 

Stream pollution in Missouri is doing formid- 
able damage to fish, to stock water, and to 
human health. As described by Herbert J. 
Fisher, aquatic: biologist of the Missouri Con- 
servation Commission, in the Missouri Conserva- 
tionist, our’ poisoned waters are causing serious 
trouble, and are going to cause still mose 
trouble unless remedies are discovered and 
applied. 

Strip coal mines, in addition to defacing the 


“ countryside, have been the worst polluters of the 


streams, poisoning them with sulphuric acid, a 
very weak solution of which kills fish. Even 
when they are mined out and abandoned, they 
continue their lethal activity. Missouri streams 
are polluted by oil from railway roundhouses, 
pipe lines and river boats; by sewage; by chemi- 
cals from créameries and cheese plants; by silta- 
tion from tiff mills; by sawdust, and by soil 
erosion. 

“It is,” as Mr. Fisher writes, “an ugly custom, 
this habit of ‘taking and leaving’ ... great heaps 
of waste for future generations,” . He proposes as 
the most effective way of doing something about 
it the creation of a Water Use Board backed up 
with réalistic enforcement laws. Missouri 
should do not only that but whatever else proves 
necessary to support the section of the 1946 
Constitution forbidding the poisoning of 
streams.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

. There is no greater anachronism than 
the legal process. The forms and principles 
of current legal practice, established in the 
Middle Ages, have undergone but few and 
only minor alterations through the cen- 
turiés. The result is that the law, in its 
service to the social. order, falls far short 
of its greatest potential. 


The objective: of the legal process is jus- 
tice. But in numerous ways the legal 
structure makes its attainment difficult. 
Fundamental in this 
incongruity is the 
concept of combat, 
with its attackers 
and defenders, of 
verbal thrust and re- 
thrust, with all of 
the proceedings 
shaped by the objec- 
tive of victory, 

It is this com- 
bat, with the court 
acting only as ref- 
eree, that diverts the 
process from its 
goal. Under _ this 
system, passion and 
drama war against 
calm reason; exaggeration against fact; 
and concealment against openness, 


The practicing lawyer must offer his 
services for sale on the litigation market. 
The demand for them depends wholly upon 
whether he wins cases. So it is to be ex- 
pected that his whole object will be victory, 
no matter if the cause is just or unjust.

If Lawyers Were Equal 


The lawyer will minimize important evi- 
dence that is unfavorable to him, and will 
attempt to conceal altogether unfavorable 
facts, He will skillfully endeavor to con- 
fuse and intimidate a witness whom he 
knows to be telling the truth—if the truth 
is hurtful to him, He will lead and protect 
a witness whom! he knows to be lying—if 
lies will beat sérve his cause. In selecting 
a jury, he does not use his influence to get 
men who, in his opinion, are best fitted by 
temperament, education and intelligence to 
render a just verdict, but rather to get a 
jury most likély to favor his client. 


When he makes his plea:to the jury, his 
real endeavor is not to sift the truth out of 
a confusing welter of testimony, but rather 
to misstate, to distort, to appeal to preju- 
dice, to work on emotion—in brief, to do 
anything to gain a favorable decision, 


If opposing lawyers were equal in knowl- 
edge, intellect, energy and resourcefulness, 
the tactics of one would be largely counter- 
balanced by the similar tactics of the other, 
but such is not the case, The courtroom 
battle is usually waged between antag- 
onists of considerably dissimilar abilities. 
Of course, the more able prevails, often re- 
gardiess of the justice of his cause. 


Different Incentive Needed 


Since the more capable lawyers charge 
the highest fees, they are usually available 
only to wealthy litigants, leaving only 
mediocre attorneys to represent the great 
masses of people. As a result, wealth, not 
justice, often dominates our courts. 


It is obvious that courts and juries will 
bée able to come closest to justice when they 
have before them all the facts in a case. 
Equally, witnesses will be more nearly able 
to present such knowledge as they have of 
a case when they are not hectored, intimi- 
dated and fought ovér by opposing attor- 
neys. And the jurors will be more able to 
dtaw correct conclusions from the testi- 
meny if the lawyers honestly try to assist 
them—which they never do under the pres- 
ent setup. 

The solution, I believe, lies in changing 
the incentives of lawyers. When the domi- 
nant incentive becomes the achievement of 
justice, then, but not until then, will jus- 
tice he achieved, And this will not be the 
incentive of lawyers until it is also the 


/ 
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means to the greatest personal gain in 
money and prestige. 

How can this be brought about? Ob- 
viously, by removing the victory objective 
and substituting. the justice objective. 
There are, I believe, several ways in which 
this could be done. 

Under a better system, lawyers would not 
offer their services for sale. A person who 
desired legal information or who wished to 
institute legal proceedings would apply to 
a law officer designated by the court. This 
officer would then direct him to a member 
of the bar, who would furnish the wanted 
information. If the applicant still desired 
to litigate, he could make formal applica- 
tion to do so, 


Weakness of Juries 


After this application had been filed, the 
court would assign lawyers-—-as many as 
deemed necessary—to find out all pertinent 
facts, to consider them in relation to the 
law, and to present the findings to judge 
or jury. These lawyers would have power 
to subpoena witnesses, to take testimony 
and to bring witnesses before the court. 
There would be no occasion for passionate 


oratory, for appeals to prejudice, or for an 


emotional debauch, Having no personal in- 
terest in the’ success of either litigant, the 
lawyers would present a report as dispas- 
sionate, calm and clear as their abilities 
and the circamstances of the case made 
possible, On the basis of this report judge 
or jury would then render a decision. Can 
there be any doubt as to which system 
would render greater justice? 

Such a system would make possible a 
more restricted use of the jury and a wider 
use of regular and special judges and 
referees. Lawyers, judges and jurors them- 
selves are aware of the ineptitude of juries 
in dealing with some classes of cases. Be- 
cause of the sacrosanct character of the 
jury system, another legal heritage from a 
long vanished past, legislators have been 
loath to abridge the jury’s field of action, 
But surely they should act in the light of 
their knowledge. The necessity is aug- 
mented by the fact that the increasing 
eomplexities of modern business, finance 
and criminal detection have rendered the 
average juror increasingly unable to grasp 
the issues in many cases. 

The proposed system would also restrict 
the number of practicing attorneys by 
means of higher standards for admission 
to the bar. This would insure a more 
adept appraisal of legal problems and a 
more just and clear presentation of them. 


Old Courtroom Displays 


Until recently the courtroom provided 
those thrills, histrionics and excitements 
which we now get from the movies and 
sports.. Without the legal battles waged in 
county courthouses, life in this country, up 
until a few decades ago, would have been 
dull indeed, They produced many geniuses 
who developed the art of persuasion to a 
very high degree—Daniel Webster, John 
Jay, Rufus Choate, Roscoe Conkling, Clar 
ence Darrow and James A, Reed, But they 
did not produce too much justice. 

But is it not time for our legal procedure 
to take on an adult status, for it to’ be 
placed on an intellectual rather than an 
emotional plane, for our approach to it to 
be as scientific, as skilled and dispassion- 
ate, as that of the surgeon and the engi- 
neer? Is it not time to put away what, 
basically, are immature legal concepts, and 
to give to the law the dignity and maturity 
which ig its due?

“Whatever the jurists may say,” she 
concludes, “I am convinced that punish- 
ment as it is meted out in (Indian) jails 
can never reform human beings. The very 
denial of human dignity arouses the evil 
instincts of the convict instead of creating 
the necessary desire for a social existence. 


“To many politicals who had also suf- 
fered these indignities, it had only helped 
to strengthen their determination to end 
the alien rule, which they have now done 
successfully by the most unusual kind of 
revolution the world has ever seen.”

Originally, “Laburnum Grove” 
was full of a stuffy English mid- 
dle-class atmosphere which point- 
ed up the slyness of George Rad- 
fern’s enjoyment at his bombshell 


‘tossed into his family’s smug moy- 


ality. Because the cast couldn't 
dare English accents (high-priced 
American actors playing English- 
men often don’t dare them either) 
this English suburban scene seems 
a little strange and artificia] at 
first. But as the play progresses 
and gathers interest, one forgets 
about that. Director Bradford 
Whitney has helped this out by 
eliminating as many typically 


'English expressions as he could, 


substituting “men” for “chaps,” 
and blue-penciling the “I say” type 
of thing. We are convinced he 
should have gone further and 
changed the locale to an Ameri- 
can one for more authenticity. 
The cast is not up to previous 
ones of the Playhouse this season. 
To us, Lucile Williamson was out- 
standing with her portrayal of 
Radfern's shrewish sistgr-in-law. 
Don Sullivan also was convincing 
as a supercilioug young suitor of 
Radfern’s daughter. Patricia 
Brewer, Arch Douglass Jr., Clara 
Swango and Eugene Chosid per- 


‘formed well enough to carry the 


comedy. 


Again the Playhouse is to be 
congratulated on presenting a 
play not seen here professionally, 
though first producsd in New 
York 13 years ago. she comedy, 
to be repeated tonight and next 
Monday through Saturday, closes 
a successful season in which three 
of the five other plays were re- 
cent Broadway successes which 
did not reach St..

TWO RARE BOOKS 
IN WOMAN’S ESTATE 
‘AT SPRINGFIELD, MO. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo. April 30 
(UP)—Two books, believed to have 
once been owned by Button Gwin- 
nett, a signer of the Declaration 
of Independence, were listed for 


probate today. 

In each book. there is the re” 
nature of Button Gwinnett. If 
they prove authentic, the books 
will be of unusual value, Gwin- 
nett’s signature is of extreme rar- 
ity. It. commands the highest 
price of any signature of the Dec- 
laration’s signers. 

The books were listed in the will 
of Mrs. Lillian Ross Goodwin, who 
died a week ago. 

Several years ago Mrs. Goodwin 
authorized Judge W. L. Vandeven- 
ter of the Court of Appeals here, 
to conduct an inquiry to deter- 
mine whether the Gwinnett sig- 
nature in the books in her posses- 
sion were authentic. 

Vandeventer went to Savannah, 
Ga. There his investigation dis 
closed that the Inventory of Gwin- 
nett’s estate, filed in 1777, bore a 
description of two books, “The 
Story of the Bible.” The descrip- 
tion on the inventory and the 
books owned by Mrs. n 
tallied in every detail. 

Vandeventer then went to 
Washington, where he compared 
the signature on the books with 
the authentic signature of Gwin- 
nett. He said he believed there 
was no question but that the sig- 
natures on the flyleaves of the 
books are authentic.

“*You may see your child and 
mine on Sundays,’ they would 
have the state dictate to the 
church, ‘but don’t let me catch 
you hanging around my premises 
during the week.” 

The Illinois Bishop declared his 
belief that “the righ 
freedom can be sa with 
nothing less than the state’s as- 
surance of benevolent protection, 
impartial recognition, and passive 
co-operation.” 

“Seizing upon a ‘igure of speech 
in an isolated -private letter of 
Thomas Jeéferson,” he said, “the 
advocates of absolute separation 
ignore the obvious area of co 
operation which has always, 
de facto, existed between govern- 
ment and religion throughout our 
history. For every colonial quo- 
tation advocating absolute separa- 
tion, one or more references ad- 
mitting co-operation between. re- 
ligion and government can be 
found, some of them in the very 
writings of the man who coined 
the simile of the wall (Jeffer- 
son), 

“Between hostility, which the 
court disavows, and aid, which it 
prohibits, there lies the broad 
field of passive but benevolent co- 
operation. Within this area must 
be found the formula for 
aaa for public school chil- 
ren.

WASHINGTON, April 30 (AP)— 
The United States Chamber of 
Commerce today began its second 
year under the leadership of Ear! 
O. Shreve, vice president of Gen- 
eral Electric Co., New York. He 
was re-elected president as 2200 
delegates closed their annual meet- 
ing last night. 

At the annual dinher, Crawford 
H. Greenewalt, president of the 
duPont Co., told the chamber that 
“free individual incentive is Amer- 
ica’s greatest national resource” 
and its greatest possible contribu- 
tion to European recovery. 

“How then can we afford today 
to permit any infringement of that 
incentive?” Greenewalt asked. “To 
permit such infringement is not 
liberalism but its exact opposite. 
To prevent such infringement is 
the true liberalism.to which we 
must adhere.” 

The decline of Britain and Eu- 
rope, Greenewalt said, is more 
than the result of two great wars. 
It seems, he added, from a “will- 


ingness to forego competition for

Spencer Treecy for President 


OWARD LINDSAY and Russel Crouse should have no 

complaints about the treatment,of their Pulitzer Prize 

play, “STATE OF THE UNION,” on -the screen 

The Frank Capra produced and directed film, currently at 

LOEW'S STATE THEATER, has been excel- 

lently cast and acted. The screen play by 

Anthony Veiller and Myles Connolly has re- 

tained all the crackling wisecracks &f the 

stage version, and added some, The rather 

feeble message of the play, that politicians 

have taken the government out of the hands 

of the people because the people are too lazy 

to take an interest in politics, has geen given more authority 

and impact in the hands of a first-rate actor, Spencer Tracy, 

as the airplane manufacturer who becomes a candidate for 

the Republican nomination for President. The ending has 

been souped up into a very melodramatic thing, with the 

candidate denouncing the dirty political deals which have 

been going on behind the scenes of his build-up, and for- 

swearing his candidacy in disgust over a nation-wide radio 

hookup, with his political backers boiling over into a tizzy. 

This has an air of artificiality and unreality about it—one 

can’t visualize it happening—but if you grant the melodra- 
matic license it is carried off with vigor and impact. 

The faulte of the movie are not those of production, 
Capra and bis script writers have carried interest at a high 
pitch throughout. Tracy is genuinely convincing as a business 
man candidate of the rugged, blunt Willkie type. Katharine 
Hepburn is equally impressive as his estranged wife who 
plays along with him on the campaign for appearances’ sake, 
but finally woos him back to his idealism and away from 
political chicanery. Adolphe Menjou is a slickly smooth po- 
litical boss, and even Van Johnson has brightened up under 
Capra's direction into a fairly good wise-cracking young 


Washington columnist.

The film's sienniens is that 1 ee of its glibness and 
the fact it is given immediacy and some surface reality by 
references to current events, it still is shallow. Its idealistic 
Presidential candidate, while appearing at first to be indulg- 
ing in a luxurious orgy of frankness that only a hopeless 
candidate like Norman Thomas has ever been able to afford, 
never really states a concrete economic philosophy. Though 
he sounds at times as vaguely like F.D.R. as Willkie did, his 
implementation of ideas seems to boil down to a desire for 
everybody to “work together” and forget selfish interests. 
All this has a strangely familiar ring to us; we seem to have 
heard something like that in the very sort of hollow campaign 
speeches the play pretends to expose. The film implies no 
candidate can be nominated without disastrously compro- 
mising his ideals, avoiding a pretty good argument that 
eould be made that compromise is the soul of any working 
democratic government. Its political characters have some 
basis of reality, but for the sake of the drama they and the 
things they represent have been over-simplified. 

Our point is that it’s pretty hard to be neutral and ob- 
jective, as this makes sure of being, and still be stirring and 
realistic on a political subject. So for us, “State of the Union 
adds up to good entertainment, but certainly without any deep 
meaning or specific ideas that would make it a great movie.. 


Comedy Almost Too Light 


“THE MATING OF MILLIE,” at the AMBASSADOR, turns 
eut to be a fair light romantic comedy about a prim, man-shy 
gir! who wants to adopt a 5-year-old orphan boy and is forced 
te entrap a husband so as to be eligible as a foster mother. As 

always in comedies of this type a few expen- 
sive dresses and a new hair-do turn the ugly 
duckling into a radiant, seductive creature 
who sends hitherto indifferent males into a 
high-vibration stage of ga-ga. But even 
though Evelyn Keyes, as the heroine, a de- 
partment store executive, doesn’t look much 
different to us before and after, she is a 
‘warm and pliable comedienne and manages to give some little 
plausibility to the yarn. Glenn Ford is so determinedly cute 
he’s a little painful at times. There are some good laughs, but 
the possibilities of the story are stretched thin before the ex- 
pected sentimental ending. 

Second feature is “BEST MAN WINS,” based on Mark 

Twain's “The Celebrated Jumping Frog of Calaveras Cointy.” 


Horse Opera Formula, Well Concocted 

If it were the first time the plot of the lone gunman going 
up against the Western towp czar were ever used, “FURY AT 
FURNACE CREEK,” at the FOX might rate as a pretty good 
borse opera. But as you've seen the broad outlines of the story 

dozens of time before if you go to movies at 
all reguiarly, you know just what to expect. 
However, it is competently done, Victor 
Mature, who's improved remarkably as an 
actor, gives an impressively restrained per- 
formance as the ne’er-do-well who sets out to 
clear the memory of his father. The father 
was an Army general framed on a charge of 
provoking an Indian massacre so as to get an excuse to drive 
the Indians off their silver-rich reservation and give the villains 
of the “syndicate” a chance to grab the lands. One new twist 
in the inevitable closing chase and gun battle is added. The 
gun fight takes place in the ruins of an old fort, and is given 
some nice suspense. Coleen Gray is a winsome heroine, and 
Albert Dekker does his usual good job of the heavy. 

The latest crime film cycle glorifying Government “T-Men” 
has reached the B pictures, as witness the second film, “THE 
COUNTERFEITERS.” This time, Scotland Yard is thrown 
against the criminals for good measure. What chance has a 
man to make any easy money if they keep that up?

VE TROUBLE,” at the SHUBERT, is as trite and 
routine a “private eye’ melodrama as they come. Franchot

Many Kinds 
Of Anemia, 


- Says Doctor 


By C. A. Dean, M. D. 


UESTION: “How many kinds 
of anemia are there?” 
Answer: There aré many 
varieties of anemia, all of differ- 
ent causes. The hemoglobin (red 
coloring part of red blood cells 
which contains iron) may be de- 
ficient when there is insufficient 
iron in the diet and leads to an 
iron deficiency anemia, When ex- 
cess blood is lost through bleed- 
ing from any cause, another type 
results. ' 


Anemia may result from lack 
of thyroid secretion or vitamin 
C. Certain drugs may destroy the 
blood forming organs (such as 
the bone marrow and spleen) and 
lead to anemia, Pernicious anemia 
results when the bod 
in the so-called intrinsic factor, 
which is an’ unknown substance 
formed in the body and necessary 
for blood formation. Pernicious 
anemia closely resembles in ap- 
pearance the folic acid anemia 
discussed in today’s meditorial. 


These are some of the many 
causes of anemia, and the subject 
is a very complex one. 

Liver, yeast, and eggs are very 
rich in the group of vitamins re- 
ferred to as the B complex. The 
newest vitamin, a member of the 
B group, is called folic acid. This 
vitamin is most often contained 
in combination with dther chem- 
icals. One reason for a deficiency 
of this vitamin may be that the 
body may lack the proper diges*- 
ing materials to separate the folic 
acid from the rest of the com- 
bination, even though one may 
be eating sufficient foodstuffs 
containing this vitamin combina- 
tion. When folic acid is either 
insufficient in the diet, or when 
the body does not break off the 
folic acid from the foodstuffs, a 
characteristic type of anemia may 
result with fewer but bigger than 
normal red blood cells of irregular 
size. For anemia of this origin, 
folic acid is a specific treatment.
